It’s the last chapter for libraries 
as they become victim of cuts 


FURIOUS campaigners 
gathered to protest against the 
closure of Wigmore Library and 
Sundon Park library, which 
shut their doors for the last 
time on Friday. 

Dozens of people spent the 
morning outside the library on 
Wigmore Lane with banners 
and placards in a last-ditch 
attempt to reverse the decision. 

Wigmore Library, Sundon 
Park and the mobile library 
service have all been closed as 
part of Luton Borough Council 
attempts to make savings. 

But Doreen Steinberg, who is 


the main campaigner for 
Wigmore Library has vowed 
to fight on. 

Doreen, who collected a 
10,000-signature petition said: 
“The plans to close these 
libraries discriminate against 
the elderly and infirm, and 
those who cannot afford an 
internet connection at home. 

“Also discriminated against 
are young mothers - there is 
no visible alternative for the 
mothers and tots groups which 
are so important for social 
interaction.”

MPs concern over claims 
of ‘membership packing’

MPs and senior party officials have 
raised concerns over allegations of 
‘membership packing’ by Labour in 
council wards in Luton. 

Gavin Shuker, Labour MP for Luton 
South, said he has been ‘challenging 
the practice’ since his election in 2010. 

The practice involves people being 
signed up as party members - some¬ 
times without their knowledge - by 
individuals wanting to influence the 
selection of Labour candidates. 

An internal Labour party docu¬ 
ment, seen by Luton on Sunday, 
which has been circulated among 
local Labour party members, states 


that there were ‘potential irregulari¬ 
ties’ with the membership of the 
Luton South Labour party. 

The report shows that in some 
wards membership had risen by as 
much as 400 per cent between 
December 2009 and December 2012. 

Four wards are listed as having 
‘highly unusual’ activity, which 
involves members being signed up 
in large numbers before key votes 
and then not renewing their mem¬ 
berships afterwards. 

Speaking on a BBC radio show on 
Friday morning, Mr Shuker said: 
“There’s been one ward in the town 
where membership has gone up by 
500 people, that’s bigger than most 
constituency parties on their own’. 


He was joined by Luton North MP 
Kelvin Hopkins who said the party 
needed to change its internal rules 
and policies as being a member was 
a ‘privilege and a responsibility’. 

He said: “If somebody had to be a 
member for four years before they 
were allowed to participate either as 
a candidate or as a voter in selecting 
candidates, I think that would be a 
step forward.” 

The allegations follow the resigna¬ 
tion last week of senior Labour 
councillor Robin Harris who left 
Luton council. He accused some 
councillors of using ‘underhand tac¬ 
tics, such as bullying and member¬ 
ship packing’, although his col¬ 
leagues have denied the claims. 


In a statement Mr Shuker said: “I 
have consistently challenged the 
practice of membership packing 
since I was elected as Luton’s MP. 

“It is important for the public to be 
able to trust the political process, 
and individuals who sign up 
members in order to control the 
outcomes of selections, fail to learn 
the lessons of the past. 

“Myself and Kelvin Hopkins stand 
squarely behind efforts to clean up 
our local party.” 

John Whittaker, chairman of the 
Luton South Labour party, claimed 
the democratic process in some 
wards had become ‘non-existent’. 

He said: “In places the member¬ 
ship of the party has been consist¬ 


ently and systematically packed by a 
small group of individuals, to their 
own ends. It is clear to me, and my 
officers, that in some wards the 
democratic process is non-existent. 

“We’ve taken every opportunity to 
try and tackle this abuse, with 
limited success. As chair I have 
made it clear that this behaviour is 
unacceptable, and in some cases 
could even be illegal.” 

An East of England Labour Party 
spokesman said: “The Labour Party is 
determined to ensure that every 
Labour candidate is selected in an 
open, transparent and fair way. We 
are satisfied that all our selections are 
being carried out properly and any 
suggestions otherwise are wrong.”

Court rejects sentence 
appeal from murderer

A GANG member who was caged 
for at least 24 years for the ‘dis¬ 
respect’ murder of a teenage 
rival has failed to convince top 
judges his sentence is too long. 

Lord Justice Laws said the kill¬ 
ing of 19-year-old Delaney Brown 
by Kyle Beckford, 23, was hugely 
aggravated by the fact it was a 
gangland murder. 

Mr Brown, who was associated 
with the town’s Lewsey Farm 
gang, died when Beckford ran 
into the back of his bicycle, send¬ 
ing him careering into a brick 
post. Beckford admitted man¬ 
slaughter, but was convicted by a 
jury of murder and jailed for a 
minimum of 24 years at Luton 
Crown Court last May. 

He appealed on Friday but saw 
his case kicked out of the Court 
of Appeal by two Lord Justice 
Laws, Mrs Justice Thirlwall and 
Judge Paul Batty QC.

The court heard Beckford, of 
Waleys Close, Luton, a leading 
member of the Marsh Farm gang, 
was angry at perceived lack of 
respect shown by the other gang 
at a family funeral. 

On September 5, 2012, while 
driving a stolen BMW around the 
town, he came upon Mr Brown 
and began to chase him. 

In Vincent Road, he mounted 
the pavement and drove into the 
back wheel of the bicycle, send¬ 


ing the rider sailing through the 
air. He then left him to die. 

During his appeal, his lawyers 
argued that the 24-year term, 
which he must serve in its entire¬ 
ty before even being eligible to 
apply for release, was “manifest¬ 
ly excessive”. 

Rejecting the argument, Mrs 
Justice Thirlwall said: “It was a ter¬ 
rible offence. A young man, terri¬ 
fied, was deliberately hunted down 
in broad daylight on the streets of 
Luton before the horrified gaze of 
members of the public. 

“This was a gang killing. In his 
final moments, he would have 
known he stood no chance 
against this motor car being 
driven at him. Once the car drove 
into this bicycle, his death was 
certain.” 

Beckford, who watched his 
appeal from prison via a video 
link, can only go free after serv¬ 
ing his minimum term if he is 
considered safe by the Parole 
Board.

Mum Claire Lee said: 
“Sundon Park library is 
the only building of 
culture in the area, and 
that should be protected 
and not lost. 

“I think that libraries are 
absolutely vital to our 
communities as they bring 
people together. 

“That’s why we are all so 
sickened by what has 
happened here.” 

Campaigners also want 
to see Luton Culture, who 
run the libraries on behalf 
of the council, to make 
public its accounts. 

Narinder Bhourlay, 
Director of Libraries and 
Community Centres at 
Luton Culture, said: “We 
very much regret that the 
£1.58m cut our charity is 
facing has forced us to 


make changes to the 
library service. 

“We have incredibly loyal 
customers who deeply 
value their libraries and 
the library staff who take 
pride in serving them. We 
understand why people 
are upset which is why we 
would like to reassure resi¬ 
dents that we will work as 
hard as we can to increase 
access to library services. 

“In Luton 86.6 per cent of 
people will still live within a 
mile of a library after these 
closures - compared to 88 
per cent at the moment, and 
41 per cent of the active 
users at the libraries affect¬ 
ed by these plans already 
use other libraries.” 

A further protest is due to 
be held outside Luton 
Central Library on 
Thursday at 12pm.

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People smuggler 
‘ringleader’jailed

A MAN from Luton, who has 
been described as the 
‘ringleader’ of a people 
smuggling gang, has been 
jailed. 

Sudharsan Jeyakodi, 37, of 
Bradley Road, was sentenced 
to five years and four months 
in prison, for his role in a 
criminal gang that smuggled 
Sri Lankans into the UK from 
France. 

The group, who were made 
up of four Sri Lankans and 
one British national, helped 
Sri Lankan illegal immi¬ 
grants attempting to reach 
the UK by smuggling them in 
vehicles through the channel 
ports in France. 

The court heard how the 
five men charged their Sri 
Lankan ‘clients’ around 
£4,500 each for the service. 
Many of the smuggling 
attempts were foiled by offic¬ 
ers who discovered stowa¬ 
ways hiding in vehicles 
stopped at ports including 
Calais, Dunkerque, Coquelles 
and Dover.

Of those who reached the 
UK, some would also travel 
onwards from the UK to 
North America using falsified 
documents. 

The gang were caught after 
an investigation supported 
by Kent Police, the National 
Crime Agency (NCA), Europol 
and French, German and 
Swiss law enforcement 
agencies. 

On Wednesday at Maidstone 
crown court, Jeyakodi was 
sentenced. 

His accomplices 


Kamalanesan Kandiah, 39, 
Chubramanian Vignarajah, 
42, British national Amarjit 
Mudhar, 46, and John Anes 
Soundaranayagam Uvais, 41, 
were jailed for five years, 
three years and four months, 
four years and eight months 
and five years respectively. 

David Fairclough from the 
Home Office, said: “This 
international organised 
crime gang conspired to 
smuggle desperate people 
into the UK purely for their 
own financial gain. 

“They were major players in 
bringing Sri Lankan nation¬ 
als to the UK illegally but 
thanks to the co-operation of 
agencies across Europe they 
have been stopped. 

“People smuggling is a seri¬ 
ous crime, which preys on 
vulnerable people. 

“This investigation demon¬ 
strates that we will stop at 
nothing to track down those 
responsible.”

Investigating officer Det 
Con Khajavelidze said: “This 
was an appalling attack 
which was carried out in 
broad daylight, and I hope 
that somebody is able to 
come forward to help us.”

AN angry motorist is calling 
on more to be done to enforce 
a one-way road system in 
Dunstable - after his car was 
hit four times in one year by 
drivers going the wrong way. 

The driver, who we have 
agreed not to name, says the 
problem with Tavistock 
Street has become so bad 
that his insurers are now 
refusing to cover his vehicle. 

The Dunstable resident has 
to drive down the one-way 
road to get to his nearby 
home. 

But other motorists are 
defying the system, 
causing a number of crashes 
on the road’s blind bend - 
leaving the law-abiding 
drivers out of pocket. 

He said: “Something needs 
to be done in Tavistock Street, 
because the ‘no entry’ signs 
are clearly not enough. 

“I can no longer afford to 
pay for the damage to my car, 
and my insurance company 
are refusing to cover me 
anymore as there have been 
so many incidents - and I’m 
not the only one this has 
happened to. 

“It doesn’t matter how 


slowly you drive around the 
road, if a car is coming round 
that corner in the opposite 
direction, you have no 
chance. 

“I have complained to 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
and asked if they could put a 
camera up in the road to 
catch the drivers, but they 
said they can’t deal with 
enforcement. 

“I feel like I’m being ignored 
and that no-one will take me 
seriously until someone gets 


hurt. I travel with my young 
daughter in my car, so I can’t 
sit back and wait for that to 
happen.” 

We contacted Central 
Bedfordshire Council on 
Wednesday to ask if they 
were aware of this issue and 
what could be done, but they 
were unable to respond by 
our deadline of Friday evening.

SIR - It seems Luton 
Labour Party members 
are in need of a primary 
school course in basic 
arithmetic. 

A leaflet they are 
currently circulating 
says the contribution of 
Luton residents towards 
the cost of the Luton- 
Dunstable busway is 37 
pence per head. 

Even if they mean 37p 
for every single adult 
and child the simple 
multiplication of 37p by 
200,000 people comes 
to £74,000 whilst the 
latest update to the 
Council’s Scrutiny Board 
says the shortfall to be 
found by Luton and 
Central Beds Council tax 
payers is £6m. 

Worse still, the £6m 
shortfall does not 
include any over spend 
on the £89.2m budget? 

The busway is now 
complete but the 
haggling with the 
contractor over the cost 
is not and could go on 
for some time yet so 
they still don’t know 
how much it has cost. 

They also conveniently 
forget to remind us of 
their assurances that 


there would be no day 
to day running costs of 
the system because the 
bus companies were 
going to pay to use it. 

The truth is that, as 
most sane people 
predicted at the time, 
the bus companies have 
refused to pay. 

The result is a 
“provision” of £400,000 
a year in the budget 
estimates of the two 


councils for 
maintenance and 
cleaning. 

The latest update to 
the council’s Scrutiny 
Board says this may not 
be enough. 

With the council set to 
agree a budget for the 
2014-15 financial year in 
February we should all 
be relieved that the

T OP businessmen, and 
I mean men, up and 
down the land are 
screaming in agony.

When it comes to 
looking after number one, 
and a pox on the rest of you, 
many business leaders are at 
the cutting edge. But if they 
were to give themselves a 
break from their abject self¬ 
ishness for just a moment, 
they might consider that, 
even from a point of view of 
enlightened self-interest, 
creating greater and greater 
inequality is not good for the 
prosperity of us ah.

Figures show increase in people taking exercise

Tougher action on

LUTON council have said 
they have introduced tough¬ 
er parking enforcement fol¬ 
lowing complaints by busi¬ 
ness owners.

A council spokesman said it 
had arranged ‘further park¬ 
ing enforcement visits’ to 
Kimpton Road but could not 
take action against drivers 
who moved their vehicles 
when traffic wardens visited.

Luton Hoo history 
under the hammer 


Unique items that were once at home 
inside Luton Hoo were sold at a special 
auction this week. LAUREN ARCHELL 
finds out more about the historic lots... 


GOING, going, gone! 

This week a one-off auction 
at Cheffins in Cambridge 
gave bidders the chance to 
take home a real slice of 
Luton Hoo’s history. 

Titled ‘The End of an Era’, 
the special sale included 
items from the interior of the 
grand house, including 
marble columns, and card 
tables. 

Many of the lots date back 
to 1903, when royal advisor 
Sir Julius Charles Wernher 
purchased the house. He 
commissioned Parisian 
decorator Georges 


Hoentschel to lavishly 
redesign the interiors of 
Luton Hoo, who in turn 
appointed Mewes and 
Davies, the architects of the 
Ritz Hotel in London. 

After Sir Julius’s death in 
1912, his son Harold 


Wernher inherited the estate 
and went on to marry the 
last Tsar of Russia, known 
later as Lady Zia Wernher. 
The marriage heralded a 
further contribution of 
wealth, glamour and social 
events. 

Thursday’s auction of 
luxurious items was a huge 
success, with interntaional 
interest from many phone 
bidders. A pair of 19th 
century Chinese fish bowls 
sold for £36,000, a George II 
mahogany centre table, 
made £40,000 and a pair of 
large wrought iron and gild¬ 
ed gates made £22,000. 

Edward Phillips, Estate 
Director at Luton Hoo was 
very pleased with the sale, 
saying: “It was wonderful to 
see these pieces appreciated 
and desired by others.”

response to parental demand. 

“I understand the concern 
and uncertainty that these 
proposals may cause.

IT’S got its own Facebook account, a Twitter 
profile and millions of fans the world over. 
Now Wicked: The Untold Story of the Witches 
of Oz, is about to cast its magic spell over MK. 
JUDY RILEY chats with the two bewitching 
stars of the show about dreams come true, 
fancy dress... and skincare routines. 

It’s like something from a hit stage musical. 
‘Young hopeful sees West End show in its 
opening weeks and vows that one day she’ll 
play the lead role.’ Except this time it’s for real. 

EMILY TIERNEY, playing Glinda, saw the 
show when it first opened, eight years ago. “I 
thought, ‘that’s my dream show and my dream 
part. I’m going to play that part one day’.” 

Lots of people have ambitions that are never 
realised but there must have been a little bit of 
magic - or maybe sorcery - in the air that day. 

Just a few years later, on leaving drama 
school, Emily was cast in the show as a 
member of the ensemble. Then she landed the 
part that she always dreamed of playing. 

“I went through four auditions with one big, 
final audition that included being filmed so 
that the producers in the States could decide 
whether I was right for it,” she says. “It’s such 
an iconic role and I was really chuffed to be 
considered. I was walking through Leicester 
Square one day and my agent called. She said 
‘you need to sit down’, I said ‘I can’t, I’m in the 
middle of Leicester Square!’ Then she told me 
I’d got it and I nearly fell down!” 

That’s when the work really kicked in for 
Emily. If you’re doing eight shows a week on a 
twelve month tour and, on top of that, it’s a 
massive part, you’ve got to be prepared. 

“I took singing lessons and built up stamina. 
Vocally and physically I need to pace myself 


and that’s probably the most challenging 
thing - maintaining that stamina.” 

Emily is going to watch her step though. 
A couple of winters ago, while she was appear¬ 
ing in Andrew Lloyd Webber’s Wizard of Oz, 
she slipped on the ice and broke her foot. “It 
was the worst time in my career,” she says. 
“I was out of action for about 10 weeks with my 
foot in a cast.” 

And the best moment of her career so far? 
“Finding out I’m playing Glinda, my dream 
role, of course!” 


Going green has taken on a whole new mean¬ 
ing for NIKKI DAVIS JONES. 

As Elphaba, the Wicked Witch of the West, 
she has to ‘green’ up’ six days a week. But Nikki 
took her first steps on the yellow brick road to 
Oz when she was very young. 

“I was always dancing from the age of about 
three. Then, when I saw Starlight Express, it 
came to me in a blinding flash that it was what 
I wanted to do.” 

After three years at Laine Theatre Arts School 
in London “I was pretty much out of work for a 


year” she recalls. “Eventually, I got into Blood 
Brothers in the West End. That was a turning 
point. I was understudying the part of Linda 
and then I played the part on tour. 

“After that I got into Mamma Mia in the West 
End, understudying again - and then I got the 
part... there’s clearly a pattern to my career; 
I’m obviously rubbish at auditions but then 
they see I’m actually ok!” 

Nikki is very ok as Elphaba but even she has 
had to deal with the odd embarrassing 
moment on stage. “I’m quite forgetful and 
sometimes I do drop lines and speak total 
gobbledegook. It’s awful.” 

So, Nikki, quick Q&A time: 

If you’re invited to a fancy dress party who do 
you go as? 

“Well, absolutely not Elphaba! I confess that I 
do have a Princess Leia outfit. Not the gold 
bikini!! It’s the white dress...” 

What’s it like having to wear green make-up 
every day? How long does it take to put on and 
to get off and does it take its toll on your skin? 

“It takes 20 minutes for it to be put on and 
half an hour to get it off. It’s put on my face, 
neck and hands and because it’s water-based, 
it doesn’t get into my pores. But I do get to have 
a facial once a week. There’s quite often traces 
of it left on my body when I leave the theatre 
but I’ve been doing quite a lot of swimming 
lately and the chlorine in the water is a great 
way to get it off!” 

Lots of people have seen the show in London, 
some of those will come along and see it again 
in Milton Keynes, will they notice much differ¬ 
ence in the productions? 

“Of course there are tiny changes, you can’t 
have everything, but some, I think have been 
for the better. They are so clever with what 
they’ve done.” 

And for anyone who hasn’t yet seen it? 

“If you enjoyed the Wizard of Oz, you’re going 
to absolutely love Wicked! The music is 
incredible, it’s funny, it’s all about friendship 
and the special effects are amazing!” 

Sounds pretty wicked to me.

Audi’s second stab at fostering a 
supermini dynasty is called the A1 and 
the recipe is a far simpler one than that 
which resulted in the A2 some ten years 
previously. The hope within Audi is 
that the A1 can stand out from the pack 
with its prestige badge and premium 
cabin quality while holding its own with 
solid mechanicals borrowed from the 
Volkswagen Polo. It sounds like a plan 
that will have the rest of the contenders 
at the fashionable end of the supermini 
sector worried. 

We’ve seen all of the engines before 
elsewhere in the Audi and VW group 
line-ups. The TSI petrol engines use 
turbocharging to compensate for 
their modest capacities, the 1.2 TSI 
achieving 86PS with 160Nm or torque 
and the entry-level 1.4 TSI chipping in 
with 122PS and 200Nm. There’s also 
a 185PS version of this 1.4 that uses 
both supercharger and turbocharger 
allied with a clever 7-speed DSG semi¬ 
automatic gearbox. The diesel option is 
a 1.6-litre common-rail injection TDI 


unit with 105PS and 250Nm. Both of 
the entry-level petrol engines return 
very similar economy and emissions 
figures of about 55mpg and 119g/km. 
The diesel is substantially better with 
an excellent 70.6mpg and a C02 output 
of 105g/km. 

A conventional supermini shape is 
adopted by the Al, which isn’t a great 
surprise given its mechanical similarity 
to the largely conventional VW Polo. 

It also means that the Al gains an edge 
over rivals from the trendier end of the 
supermini sector with a 267-litre boot 
that expands to 920 litres with the rear 
seat backs folded. 

The exterior of the car is crawling 
with recognisable Audi design cues 
and although you couldn’t call the 
looks adventurous, the Al has got the 
combination of neat proportions and 
engaging detailing that Audi does so 
well. The one feature that obviously 
breaks from the Audi master plan is 
the roof arch which can be specified 
in a different colour to the rest of the 
bodywork.

Uni’s professor helps 
to pick Sochi squad

THE University of Bedfordshire’s 
sports science expert, Professor John 
Brewer, has had a hand in selecting 
Team GB’s Winter Olympics squad for 
Sochi. 

Professor Brewer, who alongside his 
role at the University is also the chair¬ 
man of British Ski and Snowboard, was 
part of the panel that ratified the 
19-strong team of skiers and snow- 
boarders who will form part of the GB 
squad that travels to Russia next 
month. 

“Picking the ski and snowboard squad 
was an incredibly tough job, especially 
as many of the athletes we considered 
met the Olympic Qualifying standard,” 
said Professor Brewer, Director of Sport 
and Sports Enterprise at Bedfordshire. 

“But the finalised squad we have 
selected excites me as it is one of the 
strongest ever. 

“I firmly believe the ski and snow¬ 
board team can meet UK Sport’s target 
of up to two medals, as there are some 
extremely talented youngsters, as well 
as experienced competitors, heading to 
Sochi.” 

And Professor Brewer, who was chair¬ 
man of the British Handball Association 
for the London 2012 Olympics, is hop¬ 


ing a strong showing from the GB bob¬ 
sleigh team in Russia will aid the devel¬ 
opment of two local students, Antoe 
Walters and Ashley Watson, who were 
in the running to represent GB at Sochi 
but just missed out this time. 

He added: “By allowing me to take on 
the role of chair of British Ski and 
Snowboard, the University of 
Bedfordshire has played a role in sup¬ 
porting the country in Sochi - some¬ 
thing I am very proud of. 

“And whilst they’re not part of the 
bobsleigh squad in Russia next month, 
Antoe and Ashley will clearly benefit 
from a successful Olympics for the 
bobsleigh team, which could mean a 
duo of local students competing in the 
2018 Winter Olympics in South Korea.” 

The Winter Olympics in Sochi are to 
get underway on Thursday February 6.

LUTON took the weekend off from league 
action to travel north to beat Bedford 
Athletic 24-14 in the semi-final of the 
East Midlands Cup, and now look for¬ 
ward to going one better than last season, 
when they were beaten in the final by 
all-conquering Ampthill at Bedford 
Blues’ Goldington Road.

“Since we’ve signed him I’ve 
had calls from different plac¬ 
es asking ‘how did you sign 
him, what did you do?’ 

“If it was out there other 
clubs would have been com¬ 
ing on to him and there 
wouldn’t have been anything 


we could have done about 
that. 

“But as soon as West Ham 
said Luton, he said ‘lovely’ 
and the conversation between 
player and agent was five 
minutes long. 

“Once we were all happy we 
just did it and it worked per¬ 
fectly.” 

The manager added that 
Luton-born Meade was one 
that he had spotted during a 
development game a couple 
of years ago. 

“It was a different one there, 
we were alerted about jernade 
and I knew I recognised the 
name but I couldn’t get my 
head around it,” he said. 

“I looked through some old 
programmes and develop¬ 
ment sheets and found that I 
had seen him play left back at 
Arsenal. 

“I had ticked him off as 
being competitive and being 
able to pass.
